Devils hâve definetly proven 
themselves as a force to be reck- 
oned with. Under the direction of 
Coach Jerry Loyd for the third 
consecutive year, the Blue Devils 
hâve risen beyond the typical Gulf 
Coast Athletic Conférence hype 
and soared to provide breath- 
taking perfomances for its audi¬ 
ences throughout the year. The 
Dillard Blue Devils lost several 
heart-breaking games in the final 
seconds, which kept them from 
winning a third consecutive 
GCAC championship. Neverthe- 
less, the Blue Devils fïnished their 
regular season with 19 wins and 
13 losses with a record of 11 wins 
and 7 losses in the Gulf Coast 
Athletic Conférence. The Blue 
Devils had difficulty coping with a 
late-striking injury bug. Senior 
Guard Cornell Barbain, a team 
leader and offensive sparkplug, 
suffered a broken bone in his 
hand and was lost for several key 
games. Sophomore Guard Will¬ 
iam Hobbs was slowed by a lower 
back injury. “We asked our fïve 
remaining seniors to step up and 
they did a great job,” said Coach 
Jerry Loyd, who has led the Blue 
Devils to two consecutive GCAC 
conférence championships. Last- 
second losses to Southern Univer- 
sity-New Orléans and Xavier 
University cost the Blue Devils 
their chance to repeat as confér¬ 
ence champs. “We fought every 
step of the way,” said Coach Loyd. 
“Every game seemed to go down to 
the wire. Our players really 
appreciated our great fans and 
their tremendous support.” With 
six seniors leaving the Blue Devil 
legacy, the squad is predicted to 
hâve a renaissance season for the 
1998-99 year, with several rookie 
athlètes gaining the opportunity 
to Step forward.

I t was on Howard Universités 
campus in Miner Hall where, 
in 1908, Alpha Kappa Alpha 
Sorority, Inc. was founded.

O n April 15, 1911, an organization named 
Kappa Alpha Nu was chartered and 
incorporated. Four years later-on the 
same date--in an effort to give the organization a 
more individual Greek letter symbol, the name 
was changed to Kappa Alpha Psi Fraternity, Inc.. 
As stated by their national constitution, the 
objectives of Kappa Alpha Psi are “to unité col¬ 
lege men of culture, patriotism and honor in a 
bond of fraternity; to encourage honorable 
achievement in every field of human endeavor; to 
promote the spiritual, social, intellectual, and 
moral welfare of members; to assist the aims and 
purposes of colleges and unversities; and to 
aspire to service in the public interest.” In April 
of 1936, Dillard University was proud to include 
the Beta Gamma chapter of Kappa Alpha Psi 
into its Greek sector of student life. The Beta 
Gamma chapter, which is still active today, 
continues to strive toward the principles set 
about by their founders.
